Pioneer Hunters Recall 
Days Of Unlimited Bags 


(By The Canadian Press) 
REGINA—Saskatchewan’s 50,000 nimrods may not have 
as much fun as their duck-hunting grandfathers but—thanks 
to conservation and protective measures—they know there 
will be birds to shoot next year. Pioneer hunters like to tell 
the younger? generation of that era _.when ducks did not fly 
by the grace of the govefnment, when bags were unlimited 


so large that it took a flock 30 
minutes to pass a given point. 
They tell of mallards splashing 
upwards from a meal and blotting 
out the sun. ; 
Most of the tales come out of 
. the Qu’Appelle valley where the 
almost legendary Jack Leader 
would provide luxurious entertain- 


day’s shooting. .Anyone, that is, 
with the right kind of money. 

Leader’s Point, on Pasqua lake, 
still is one of Saskatchewan’s 
* most popular. hunting spots. Not- 
ables visiting the point have in- 
cluded the Prince of Wales, now 
the Duke of Windsor, Lord and 
Lady Minto, Lord Byng of Vimy; 
and Bernard . Baruch. _ 

Fred Dunk, former curator of 
the provincial museum, describes 
_€@ typical shoot in the valley in 
, which he and a companion bagged 
35 ducks in. one. morning and 
stretched to 200 birds their total 
for a two-tlay shoot.

Oldtimers recall flights of geese , automatic shotgun and live de- 


coys, some of which were trained 
by hunters to honk or quack at 
the desired moment. 

Geese, ducks and Prairie chick- 
en hung in front of butcher shops. 
Housewives stretéhed their. pin 
money, the records disclose, by 
trapping Prairie chicken during 
the winter and peddling them to 


The methods of taking the wild- 
fowl were as varied as the bags 
were large. Guns as big as eight 
gauge were in common use, and 
firelight shooting was the fad at 
the turn of the century. 

Old letters reveal that some 
hunters frequently used multiple 
guns. One of these contraptions 
consisted of about six standard 
shotguhs secured to a log, poihted 
at a-duck roost, and fired by 
means of a rope leading to the 
hunter’s blind. 

But all that changed when Sas- 
katchewan became a province in 
1905. Spring shooting was abol- 
ished in 1907,'a licence fee was 
levied in 1910, and in 1915 the 
sale of game was prohibited. 

Provincial archives reveal that 
predecéssors of today’s game 
wardens were hired by the agri- 
culture department,. and were 
known as weed inspectors. Game 
conservation was just a sideline. 


Catching Salmon 


VANCOUVER. — Salmon fisher- 
men at the mouth of the Fraser 
river now largely use nylon fish 
nets, instead of the old-style linen 
nets. . 

Fishermen say nylon nets are 
four times as effective.. As a re- 
sult, virtually no fish have been 
able to get through the net bar- 
rage during the open season, and 
fisheries. officiala.-have..been forced 
to impose longer closure periods as 
fA conservation measure, :

The bureau also reports Alberta 
has shown the largest relative in- 
crease in Canada fof employment 
and payrolls since 1939. Employ- 
ment has increased, almost 140 
per cent. during the past 14 years, 
while payrolls now are 460 per 
cent. of the 1939 average.

Church: Bells 
Recall B.C. 
Pioneer Days 


WINDERMERE, B.C. — The 
bell that rings tod in the 
belfry of St. Paul’s Anglican 
Church at Golden, B.C., 
should be in St. Peter’s church 
here. And St. Peter’s church 
should be in Revelstoke. 

It's a long story. 

‘Another B.C. town, Donald, had 
a fine Anglican church with a fitie 
600-pound bell given by Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, the English wo- 
man after whom-a couple of Al- 
berta towns were named. 

But in 1899 the Canadian Pacific 
Railway decided to move its divi- 
sional point from Donald to 
Revelstoke, B.C. That doomed 
Donald and all the town’s build- 
ings were ordered removed. 

Revelstoke applied for and was 
given authority by. the diocese to 
obtain the church building, A 
crew was recruited to arrange 
transport but when the crew ar- 


rived in Donald, the building was 


‘gone, 


Someone, apparently attached to 
the church, had heard it was to be 
moved to Revelstoke. In any case. 
the church was loaded on a flat 


on & barge and taken 100 rhiles 
up the Columbia river to Wind- 
ermere. 

There was quite a furore about 
the situation but in time all was 
forgiven, 

In the meantime the people of 
Windermere wanted to know what 
had happened to thé church bell. 

Later it was learned that an 
employee of the barge company 
that moved the church up the 
Columbia was a member of the 
Church | of England. He took a 
fancy to the bell and before the 
barge sailed, the Golden church 
was in possession and there it 


remained,
